TO “SET ASIDE” 
PROGRAM 


“Average Productivity’’ 
vill again be a governing 
provision on set-aside ace 
reage for the 1972 volun- 
tary wheat, feed grain, and 
cotton set-aside programs, 
according to Mr, Clyde P, 
Mahaffey, Alabama farm 
program official, 

Farmers who sign up 
February 3-March 10 in 
these programs will agree 
to set aside part of the : 
productive cropland on 
their farms as a qualifying 
condition for program part- 
icipations, 

Purpose of this set-aside 
is to help control produc- 
tion of agricultural crops 
beyond what can be mark- 
eted at fair prices to far- 
mers, said Mr, Mahaffey, 
Chairman of the Alahama 
Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Commit- 
tee, 

For the 1972 set-aside 
farm programs to be if~ 
fective, the average pro- 
ductivity rule needs to be 
closely followed, he said. 
Land put into set-aside ac- 
reage is to have a pro- 
ductive capacity at least 
equal to the land on which 
program crops are being 
grown or would have been 
grown in the current years, 

“It’s no secret that U,S, 
farmers can produce more 
crops than can be readily 
used, Set-aside helps cut 
back on this potential for 
excess crop production, 
But the set-aside program, 
can work effectively only 
if adequate quality crop- 
land is designated for set- 
aside acreage’, the ASC 
Committee Chairman said, 

He added, ‘“‘The average 
productivity. rule will be 
in effect, for all set-aside 
acreage, both the qualify- 
ing percentage needed for 
program participation and 
voluntary set-aside which 
may be under the wheat 
and feed grain programs,’’

Research Shows Glimmers of Light 


of Dinies Fights Birth Defects

Research into the causes 
and treatment of birth de- 
fects is moving along today 
at a pace few of us would 
have believed possible even a 
decade ago. 

Even so, we scientists are 


confronted by a long and up-| * 3 


hill climb. We lack firm an- 
swers to hundreds of questions. 
but at least our questions are 
getting sharper and more pen- 
etrating. There are a few 
glimmers of light where, for 
centuries, there was dark ig- 
norance. As of now, we still 
cannot prevent most birth de- 
fects, but there are at least four 
areas that show progress. 

In research today, perhaps 
the greatest hope comes from 
the German measles (rubella) 
preventive vaccine developed 
last vear by the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s Division of Biologics 
Standards of the National In- 
stitutes of Health. The vaccine 
is now undergoing tests around 
the world. Licensing of this or 
similar vaccines is expected in 
another two or three years, well 
ahead of the next German 
measles epidemic which will 
probably hit the United States 
around 1970. 

We have known since 1940 
that German measles in the ex- 
pectant mother. particularly in 
the first three months of preg- 
nancy, can be a major cause of 
birth defects. 

The German measles epi- 
demic of 1964-'65 caused de- 
fects, including blindness, deaf- 
ness, heart disease and mental 
retardation, in at least 20,000 
infants. Accordingly, if it 
proves successful, the new’ vac- 
cine must be considered a nied 
ical breakthrough. 

Again, in the area of re- 
search, medical science is well 
on its way toward the conquest 
of Rh disease. In the last dec- 
ade, due mainly to diagnostic 
advances and fetal transfusions, 
mortality has already been re-

by the thymus, a butterfly- 
shaped gland located in the 
mid-chest area. Recently The 
National Foundation-March of 
Dimes sponsored a meeting de- 
voted to this mysterious gland 
ind to immunity mechanisms 
generally. It is also supporting 
research in this area. 

One intriguing theory main- 
tains that the thymus “dial” 
may in time be adjusted up or 
down. Turn down the immu- 
nity system to permit a kidney 
transplant. Turn up the sys- 
tem to destroy a cancer. But 
this achievement is a bit far- 
ther off than the day after 
tomorrow.

Proper and safe ad- 
ditives are necessary to keep 
foods safe, pure and whole- 
some, Additives are quite 
safe in ordinary amounts for 
healthy people. Sugar and 
salt, for instance, are com- 
mon additives and will affect 
the taste of food when used 
in excess. Additives are listed 
by chemical names such as 
sodium chloride, calcium acid 
phosphate, acetic acid, so- 
dium acid carbonate, amu- 
lum, potassium bitartrate 
and hydrogen oxide. Their 
familiar names are salt, bak- 
ing powder, vinegar, soda, 
cornstarch, cream of tartar 
and water.

“Swimmer’s Ear” 

Pools are opening, the 
SWimming season in general 
is beginning and a predictable 
result is the scores of Ala- 
bamians who will begin show- 
ing up soon in physicians’ of- 
fices with anear canal inflam- 
mation so common that it is 
known as “swimmer’s ear,” 

Ocean bathers usually avoid 
the condition, apparently be- 
Cause of the salt and mineral 
content of the water, As many 
4S one out of ten or fifteen 
fresh water swimmers are 
Stricken by the condition, 

In it, the ear canal becomes 
inflamed and swollen, Pain is 
Severe and there may be fever 
With swollen and tender glands 
behind the ear and inthe upper 
neck, In some instances, the 
outer ear canal swells com- 
pletely shut and with the in- 
tense pain, there is temporary 
loss of hearing, 

When the condition occurs, 
antibiotic and other treatment 
by a physician sometimes is 
required to clear it up. When 
& person is particularly sus- 
ceptible to such infections, the 
physician may prescribe ear 
drops to be used after each 
Swimming session to help pre- 
vent re-infection, These drops 
may contain adilute aluminum 
acetate solution or perhaps an 
acetic acid dilution, 

Also in the prevention cate- 
gory isthe wearing of soft rub- 
ber ear plugs to prevent water 
from entering the ear canal. 

Strangely enough, the ear 
wax that exists in the canal to 
protect it sometimes contrib- 
utes to the condition, When the 
Wax becomes softened by 
Water, it may act as a culture 
medium for bacteria, Some 
people have an excessive 
amount of ear wax and they 
frequently are especially sus- 
ceptible to “swimmer’s ear,” 
For such persons, the physi- 
cian may prescribe a solution 
that aids inthe natural remoy- 
al of ear wax,

canal himself is poking around 
in a mighty dangerous area.

Hamburger is an Am-~ 
erican tradition, And chan-~ 
ces are you'll select at 
least one package of ground 
beef when you're at the 
meat counter, 

But no matter what type 
of ground meat you select- 
ground chuck, sirloin or 
round-handle it carefully 
to maintain quality, Save 
your grocery shopping un- 
til after you run your other 
errands, 

Ground beef, like other 
perishables, should he 
among your last purchases 
before leaving the grocery 
store, Take it home im- 
mediately and put it in the

Freeze the ground beef 
if you’re not going to use 
it within two days, It 
can be frozen at zero de- 
grees Fahrenheit for two 
or three months with little 
loss of quality, 

Repackage ground beef 
wrapped in market paper 
before refrigerating or fre. 
ezing. And do the same 
when it’s store Wrapped 
in transparent paper if you 
plan to freeze the meat 
for more than ashorttime, 

How the meat is thawed 
is important to its whole- 
someness, too, Whe pos-~ 
sible, defrost it in your 
refrigerator, If it must 
be defrosted faster, put it 
in a water-tight wrapper 
in cold water or in a clos 
ed double paper bag at room 
temperature,

‘YOu have probably made or heard the statement, 
“‘Teen-agers have certainly changed since the time 

was growing up.’’ On the other hand parents 
and adults have changed, in many instances, as much 
if not more, than teen-agers have changed, This 
is one of the reasons I obtained this series of art- 
icles for publication in an effort to communicate 
with as many parents as possible. The title of this 
series could just as easily be changed to “Let's 
Talk About Parents,’’ 


Today's Subject: "Vandalism By Tecus" 


Vandalism by teens is one of the larger problems across the 
country, It is found ‘everywhere little villages and big 
metropolitan areas. Vandalism is not to be confused with bom- 
bings, riots, and other radical aetivities we read about almost 
daily. However, it may be reasonabie to assume that a person who 
has been a vandal in his teen years. and was not caught, could very 
easily be led on to move drastic measures later in life 

Teen vandals who are caught can seldom Hive the reason for 
their actions. Psychiatrists tell us many possible reasons, Common 
Sense tells us tie most likely reasons: the potential vandal is out to 
“have a good time” and runs out of things that Hive him a “kick”, 
This is most always a more tempting activily when a teen is with 
one or more friends. Seldom do we find vandalism committed by a 
“lone wolf" type ‘ 

To fight vandalism it naturally helps to (ry to understand it 
Destroying property is senseless to most people, but to some it 
offers a sort of revenge againsi society in peneral, Revenge 
because the vandal does not have the things he wants in life, . . or, 
Just the opposite he has too much and nothing has vaiue to him. 

The best way to avoid having teens become vandals, in my 
estimation, is to see to it that they learn the yalue of things 
Possibly one way of accomplishing this is teachings responsiblity 
carly in life, is the little things that leach responsibility; teaching 
a child to take care of his toys, all the way up to letting him have a 
part time job at the corner drugstore, In short, leaching respon- 
sibility means MAKING the child follow a sensible set of rules for 
behavior from an carly aye, 

My regular readers probably think | dwell a litte too much on 
“MAKING” children do the things they are supposed to do. But, 
when you stop to consider how. very eusy itis ona child to “make" 
him do the right thing at home, rather than Waiting until he gets 
into trouble, Gand then someone else, usualiy in the law en- 
forcement field has to “make" him do what is right), then the 
whoie subject of demanding what is right from a child is much 
easier to comprehend 

Most every case, where a child gets into serious trouble with 
the law, can be traced back to the fact that he was allowed too much 
freedom of choice by his parents! Vandalism is a very disheart- 
ening demonstration of this fact! 

If you ever suspect your teen of taking part in acts of van- 
dalism, bring the subject to a head immediately, Don't let it go 
without getting to the bottom of what you suspect, . .pin him down 
and get the truth from him. Then, take the corrective action you 
know is right! 

This departinent investigates many cases of vandalism each 
year and if your (cen is ever involved, kindly understand that we 
NEED your cooperation to prevent further acts of vandalism! isn't 
it better for a teen to stand up to a punishment now rather than 
after he has put himself in a position of drastic legal action later in 
life? Sometimes au eariy punishment by the authorities will 
prevent ateen from Kel, on Comore serious law violations.
